Claim Objections 

Claims 1-5 are objected to because Applicant is clearly attempting to claim an 
"article enabling a spray bottle to be suspended" and not the bottle. The figures are 
consistent with this interpretation. Applicant has, however, recited a number of features 
of the bottle including, in claim 3, describing the "curved back surface" with respect to 
the trigger of the bottle. No weight has been given to the features of the bottle in the 
rejections below.
